An  Ordinance  to  alter  the  limits  of  the  Hanover  Market. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  bv  the  Mayor  and  New  limits  of 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the^j^'67 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  the  limits  of  Hanover 
Market  shall  include  all  that  part  of  Camden  street 
adjoining  the  Market  house,  as  far  as  the  southern 
kerb  of  said  street,  and  all  that  part  of  Hanover 
street,  south  of  Pratt  street,  and  north  of  Peace 
alley,  as  far  as  the  eastern  kerb  of  said  street,  in 
addition  to  the  space  heretofore  allotted  thereto  by 
law.

surplus  hydrant      1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 

worn"vheyedt0by  C%  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the 

individuals.      fi^t  jay  0f  April  next,  all  persons  who  may  use  the 

water  from  the  hydrants  of  the  Baltimore  Water 

Company,  or  any  other  Water  Company  within  this 

City,  shall  convey  or  cause  to  be  conveyed,  all  the 

surplus  water  from  their  respective    hydrants,   by 

means  of  gutters,  trunks  or  pipes,  into  the  public 

streets,  or  otherwise  in  such  manner  as  not  to  injure 

the  public  footways,  or  the  property  of  their  neigh- 

penaity.  bors,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence 

against  this  provision. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any 
owner  or  owners,  occupier  or  occupiers,  of  any  house 
or  tenement  shall  knowingly  let,  permit  or  suffer 
any  hydrant  or  hydrants  attached  to  such  house  or 
tenement,  to  discharge,  between  the  first  day  of 
December  and  the  first  day  of  March,  more  water 
than  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  such  owners 
or  occupiers,  if  such  discharge  shall,  by  the  freezing 
of  the  water  in  any  street,  lane,  alley  or  yard  in  the 
city,  or  from  any  other  cause  occasion  any  injury  or 
inconvenience  to  the  public,  or  to  individuals,  such 
Penalty.  owner  or  occupier  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  in  the  dis- 

cretion of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  dollars,  one  half  to  the  city  and  the 
other  to  the  informers  ;  and  if  such  offence  shall  be 
committed  by  a  slave  or  imported  servant,  the  of- 
fender shall  be  tried  and  punished  in  the  mode 
prescribed  by  an  ordinance  approved  March  10th, 
1798,  entitled  "An  ordinance  directing  the  manner 
of  punishing  servants  guilty  of  offences  against  the 
laws  and  ordinances  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore."

An  ordinance  to  prevent  abuses  in  the  sale  of  candles. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  ah  candies 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after  the  ^^^ 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for sold  by  weight. 
any  person  or  persons  to  sell,  or  offer  to  sell,  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  any  tallow  or 
other  candles   otherwise  than  by  the  weight;  and 
every  person  offending  herein,  or  defrauding,  or  at- 
tempting to  defraud,  by  delivering  to  the  purchaser  Penalty  for  a 
less  weight  than  the  quantity  or  parcel  sold  ought, defraud' 
or  is  declared   by  the  seller   to  contain,  shall,  for 
every  such   offence,  in   either  case,  forfeit  and  pay 
the   sum  of  two  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  small 
debts    are    recoverable ;    the  one  half  thereof    to 
be  paid  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  half  for  the 
use  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  aforesaid.

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  John  Gross  have 
permission  to  remove  his  one  story  wooden  build- 
ing from  lot  No.  4  in  Jones'  street,  in  the  sixth 
ward,  to  lot  No.  2,  in  said  street.

duty  of  the  said  Register  and  Clerks,  as  the  case 
may  be,  to  furnish  such  copies  when  applied  for, 
and  to  charge  and  receive  therefor  the  sum  of  twelve 
and  a  half  cents  for  every  clerical  side,  or  one  hun- 
dred and  five  words  contained  in  any  such  copy, 
which  fee  or  charge  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  city.

all  apprehensions  of  the  mischief  aforesaid ;  which 
filling  up  or  alteration  shall  be  done  at  the  expense 
of  the  city. 
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4. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  any  Penalties, 
person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  the  first 
section  of  this  ordinance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  moreover 
be  required,  on  conviction  of  such  offence,  forth- 
with to  re-construct  such  privy,  so  as  to  conform  it 
to  the  directions  prescribed  in  the  said  first  section ; 
and  if  he  shall  neglect  so  to  do,  he  shall  incur  a 
further  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every 
week  that  such  neglect  shall  continue;  and  every 
person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  the  sec- 
ond section  of  this  ordinance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  neglecting  to  have  his 
privy  cleaned  out  once  in  every  year,  and  ten  dol- 
lars for  every  week  he  shall  neglect  to  have  it 
cleaned  out,  after  being  required  so  to  do  by  one 
or  more  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  City. 

5. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  Night  men  un- 
be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  to  keep  uon^the60" 
licensed  and  employed  the  requisite  number  and  ^^S0""' 
description  of  night  men,  for  performing  the  servi- 
ces required  for  cleaning  privies  in  the  city  ;  and  in 
all  cases  wherein  the  omission  to  have  the  privies 
cleaned  within  limits  aforesaid,  has  happened  from 
the  deficiency  or  neglect  of  such  night   men,  the 
penalties  prescribed  by  this  ordinance  for  offences 
against  the  said  second  section,  shall  not  be  consid- 
ered as  incurred  or  attaching. 

6. — And   be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That   the  Appropriation 
penalties  provided  by  this  ordinance  against  offend- of  *nes- 
ers,  when   recovered,  shall  be  distributed   one  half 
for  the  use  of  the  city,  and   the  other  half  for  the 
use  of  the  informer  or  informers. 

7. — And   be  it   enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Repealing 
ordinance  entitled,  "A  further  additional    supple- clause- 
ment  to   an  ordinance  to  prevent   nuisances,  and 
to  enforce  useful   regulations  within    the    City  of 
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Baltimore,"  passed  the  18th  day  of  March,  1817, 
except  so  far  as  penalties  have  been  incurred  under 
the  said  ordinance,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
repealed.

A  further  additional  supplement  to  the  ordinance  entitled,  "An 
ordinance  to  regulate  the  riding  and  driving  of  horses  and  car- 
riages through  the  City  of  Baltimore." 

1. — Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  so  much  of 
a  further  supplement  to  the  ordinance  to  which  this 
is  a  further  additional  supplement,  passed  the  18th 
March,  1817,  as  fixes  the  fine  for  driving  a  carriage 
of  burthen  at  any  other  gait  than  a  walk  at  five 
dollars,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed;  and 
any  person  driving  a  carriage  of  burthen  out  of  a 
walk,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five 
nor  less  than  two  dollars,  to  be  appropriated  agree- 
ably to  the  directions  of  said  supplement. 

2. — And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if 
any  owner  of  any  carriage  which  may  be  registered 
and  licensed  under  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  shall  refuse  to  give  up  the  name  of  any 
driver  in  his  employ  who  may  offend  against  any  of 
the  provisions  of  the  said  ordinance,  or  of  any  of 
the  supplements  thereto,  to  any  officer  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  Baltimore  who  may  demand  it,  he  shall 
be  liable  to  a  revocation  of  his  license  for  the  car- 
riage in  which  the  driver  may  have  committed  the 
offence,  and  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his 
discretion,  to  revoke  and  annul  the  same.

to  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement,  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and 
ten  feet,  any  thing  in  the  ordinance  to  which  this 
refers  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

An  ordinance  making  appropriations  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighteen. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  be  appro- 
priated : 

For  deepening  and  preserving  the  harbor,  and 
repairing  public  wharves,  including  some  balances 
due  from  last  year,  a  sum  not  exceeding  thirteen 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
monies  arising  from  duties  on  tonnage  of  vessels 
and  auctioneer?. 

For  the  improvement  of  the  cove  east  of  Jones' 
falls,  including  some  balances  due  from  last  year,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  fourteen  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

For  building  abutments,  pens  and  incidentals,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  thirty-five  hundred  dollars. 
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For  removing  nuisances,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  health  department,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
two  thousand  dollars. 

For  repairing  paved  streets,  exclusive  of  specific 
appropriations,  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand 
dollars. 

For  repairing  unpaved  streets,  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  dollars. 

For  paving  cross  streets,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

For  altering  and  widening  .of  footways,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  repairs  of  pumps,  including  a  balance  of 
three  hundred  twenty-six  dollars  and  ten  cents  due 
sundry  persons,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred 
dollars. 

For  placing  flag  and  stepping  stones  at  the  inter- 
section of  such  streets  as  the  Commissioners  of  the 
City,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  may  con- 
sider as  first  requiring  the  same,  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing one  thousand  dollars. 

For  regulating  streets  for  paving,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding fifteen  hundred  dollars.  , 

For  wratching  and  lighting  the  city,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

For  cleaning  the  streets,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
ten  thousand  dollars. 

For  printing,  stationery  and  incidental  expenses, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars. 
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For  oiling,  winding-  and  regulating  the  town 
clock,  a  sum  not  exceeding  seventy-five  dollars. 

For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  of  money 
borrowed  from  the  banks  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
and  interest  due  individuals,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
seven  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  superintendent  of  the  powder  magazine, 
in  addition  to  his  salary,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars. 

For  paying  the  journal  of  accounts,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

And  for  the  following  purposes  a6  per  resolu- 
tions, viz: 

To  be  apportioned  among  the  following  Fire 
Companies,  viz :  New  Market,  Liberty,  United 
Hose,  Union,  First  Baltimore  Hose,  Mechanical, 
Friendship,  Independent,  Vigilant,  Deptford,  Co- 
lumbian, Fell's  Point  Hose  and  Suction  Engine, 
and  Washington  Hose  Companies,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding three  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars,  and 
f<»r  the  property  guards,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  including  the  appropriation  of  last 
year,  to  be  drawn  for  by  the  presidents  of  said  com- 
panies from  time  to  time,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary  to  keep  their  engines  and  apparatus 
in  repair,  provided  they  produce  to  the  Mayor  a 
satisfactory  account  of  the  expenditure  of  the  same. 

For  the  purpose  of  erecting  lamps  in  the  follow- 
ing places,  viz:  One  at  the  northwest  corner  of 
Smith  street  and  Apple  alley;  one  on  the  east  side 
of  French  street,  between  Front  and  High  streets; 
one  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Franklin  street  and 
Strawberry  alley ;  one  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
M  ul berry  street  and  Strawberry  alley  ;  one  at  the 
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northeast  corner  of  Saratoga  street  and  Strawberry 
alley ;  one  at  the  New  Market  engine  house ;  one 
at  the  southwest  corner  of  Goodman  street  and 
Honey  alley;  one  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Good- 
man and  Montgomery  streets;  one  on  the  north 
side  of  Montgomery  street,  at  the  brick  house,  near 
to  pump  No.  104 ;  one  in  Rogers'  alley,  north  side 
thereof;  one  at  the  corner  of  St.  Paul's  lane  and 
St.  Paul's  street,  and  four  on  the  Lexington  market 
house,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  the  improvement  of  the  Centre  market,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars. 

For  repairing  the  Hanover  market  house,  and 
paying  to  John  Rothrock  a  balance  due  for  work 
done  thereto,  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars. 

To  be  paid  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Baltimore  Monument,  three  thousand  dollars. 

To  be  paid  to  Elisha  T.  Bailey  a  balance  due  for 
paving  cross  streets,  four  hundred  and  seven  dollars 
and  fifty  cents. 

To  be  paid  for  lighting  a  part  of  the  city  with 
gas  during  the  past  year,  and  for  twenty-seven 
globular  lamps,  four  hundred  and  eighty-three  dol- 
lars and  sixty-four  cents. 

To  be  paid  to  George  M'Dowell  for  books  fur- 
nished the  City  Collector  since  the  year  1813,  in- 
clusive, one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  twelve 
cents. 

For  conveying  the  surplus  water  in  wooden  pipes 
from  the  City  Spring  to  the  Centre  market,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 
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For  the  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred  and 
to  be  incurred  by  the  commissioners  for  surveying 
and  laying  off  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  within  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  the  sum  of  live  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

For  repaving  and  placing  kerbstones  in  Oowpen 
alley,  between  Howard  and  Liberty  streets,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  pro-  . 
vided  that  the  owners  of  property  thereon  shall 
agree  to  pay  their  proportional  part  of  the  expense 
of  repaying  said  alley. 

For  repaying  Sharp  street,  from  the  south  side  of 
Camden  street  to  the  south  side  of  Conway  street, 
seven  hundred  and  sixty  dollars.  g 

For  repaying  Accommodation  alley,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  repairing  the  bridge  and  pavement  at  the 
intersection  of  Lexington  and  Pine  streets,  four 
hundred  and  eighty  dollars. 

For  preventing  the  water  in  Harford  run,  between 
Dulany  and  Pitt  streets,  from  overflowing  the  ground 
the  ground  to  the  eastward  thereof,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars. 

To  be  paid  to  13.  H.  Latrobe,  for  services  ren- 
dered, one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

To  be  paid  to  William  Camp,  for  a  balance  due 
him,  twenty-six  dollars. 

To  be  paid  to  Charles  Hammell  in  full,  for  work- 
done  to  the  Centre  and  fish  market  houses,  thirty 
dollars. 
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For  the  removal  of  the  bridge  from  Hill  street  to 
Timberneck  lane,  on  Howard  street,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars. 

For  repairing  the  weigh  house  at  the  Hanover 
market,  fifty  dollars. 

For  the  purchase  of  brooms,  <fcc.,  for  the  use  of 
the  City  Spring,  a  sum   not  exceeding  ten   dollars.

Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, That  in  the  event  of  the  passage  of  an  act 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  at  the  pres- 
ent session,  providing  for  the  opening  and  extension 
of  Pratt  street,  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  encroach 
on  the  harbor  or  basin,  on  the  south  side  of  Pratt 
street,  between  Light  street  and  Franklin  lane,  this 
corporation  will  agree  to  pay,  out  of  the  city  treas- 
ury, not  exceeding  one-third  of  such  sum  as  an  im- 
partial tribunal  shall  decide  to  be  sustained  in 
damages  by  those  who  are  injured  by  the  opening 
and  extension  of  the  said  street. 

Approved  January  5th,  1818. 


Whereas,  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  this  State,  an  act  was  passed  for  enlarging 
the  bounds  of  this  city,  in  pursuance  of  which  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  caused  the 
new  limits  to  be  surveyed  and  marked  with  perm  a- 
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Dent  boundary  stones,  and  the  additional  parts  to 
be  laid  out  into  new  wards,  and  an  assessment  of 
property,  liable  to  taxation,  to  be  made  ;  and  where- 
as, an  election  of  members  from  the  said  new  wards 
has  been  made,  who  have  regularly  attended  its 
sessions  as  a  portion  of  this  corporation,  and  where- 
by the  said  new  wards  have  acquired  a  representa- 
tion even  greater  than  in  proportion  to  their  taxa- 
tion ;  and  whereas,  applications  are  now  depending 
before  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  for  .a 
repeal  of  the  act  aforesaid,  proceeding  from  a  small 
portion  of  this  great  community,  every  part  of 
which,  it  is  conceived,  is  equally  interested  in  this 
question,  and  equally  entitled  to  be  heard  upon  it, 
and  which  portion  it  is  believed,  does  not  compre- 
hend the  proprietors  of  a  majority  of  the  property 
by  the  said  act  added  to  the  city,  and  it  is  doubted 
whether  it  even  includes  a  majority  of  the  persons 
residing  therein  ;  and  whereas,  it  is  the  deliberate 
and  decided  opinion  of  this  corporation  that  the 
great  essential  and  lasting  interest  of  this  commu- 
nity require  that  the  present  limiis  of  the  city 
should  not  be  contracted,  and  that  the  new  wards 
are  really  and  permanently  benefitted  by  their  an- 
nexation to  the  old,  thereby  rendering  it  unneces- 
sary to  keep  up  and  maintain  (what  is  an  anomalous 
and  unnatural  state  of  things)  three  governments 
over  one  compact  population,  of  a  very  limited  ex- 
tent; that  the  advantages  possessed  by  one  portion 
of  this  community  are  necessarily  common  to  all, 
and  the  burdens  ought,  therefore,  to  be  equally 
borne  by  all ;  that  the  parts  which  are  not  built  up, 
but  remain  in  the  hands  of  rich  proprietors,  derive 
all  their  high  value  from  their  proximity  to  the 
commercial  parts,  to  the  markets,  to  the  navigation, 
&c,  and  consequently  ought,  in  justice,  to  contrib- 
ute to  the  maintenance  and  support  of  these  im- 
portant objects  ;  therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, That  the  Senators  and  Delegates  from  this 
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City  in  the  General  Assembly  be  requested  to  state 
to  that  body  that  it  is  deemed  by  this  corporation 
unwise  and  inexpedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  those 
who  petition  for  a  repeal  of  the  act  entitled,  "An 
act  to  enlarge  the  bounds  of  Baltimore  City." 
Approved  January  4th,  1818. 


Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  re- 
quested to  communicate,  through  the  Delegates 
from  this  City,  to  the  General  Assembly,  the  ap- 
probation of  this  corporation  to  the  passage  of  an 
act,  by  the  Legislature,  authorizing  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  at  their  discretion,  to  augment  the 
compensation,  beyond  their  salaries,  to  the  several 
judges  herein  mentioned  :  that  is  to  say  : 

To  the  Chief  Judge  of  the  Sixth  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, not  exceeding  thirteen  hundred  dollars  per 
annum.
